It is representative 
not only of art in Cleveland but of art in America. 

Most of the objects exhibited are for sale. Prices cover a wide range. 
Some are as low as 05*00 and a life-size horse in copper is 020,000.00. The 
contemporary, elegant lines of the silver and enamel pieces show a rare - perhaps 
incomparable — skill. The gold work is delicate and exquisitely wrought.
